For amateurs who do not have an auto license 
tag with their call sign...the deadline for 
the 1971 tag is November 1, 1970. You have 
to apply to the N.C. Dept.of Motor Vehicles 
in Raleigh to get the 1971 tag. For those 
that have call sign tags now, you need not 
re-apply. The cost of the tag is one dollar 
extra, When you receive your card for the 
new tag,add another dollar to that shown on 
the card. For autos, that would be a total 
of $ 14.00. Novices are not eligible, be- 
cause a permanent call sign is required. If 
we are to keep this service, we must use it.

1970 ARRL ROANOKE DIVISION 
CONVENTION 


The 1970 Roanoke Division Convention will be 
held in Raleigh, sponsored by RARS. Activi- 
ties will begin on Saturday, October 31st, 
and will continue through Sunday moming No- 
vember 1st. (There will be a Friday night 
get-together in the Hospitality Room at the 
Hilton Inn for those arriving early.) Gov- 
ernor Robert W. Scott will proclaim the fol- 
lowing week (November 1 through November 
7)as "Amateur Radio Week" in North Carolina 
in recognition of the public and community 
service performed by licensed amateur radio 
operators. 


The convention will include in its program 
a full variety of features designed to hold 
the interests of all devotees of amateur 
radio, as well as their XYL's. Featured 
speakers will be highlighted throughout the 
convention -during both the individual pro- 
grams & at thmain banquet Saturday evening. 
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On Friday, October 30, from 1600 - 2200 EST, 
a talk-in to Convention headquarters will 
be conducted on 75-meter SSB (3920 Ke.), 6- 
meter SSB (50.14 Mc.) & 2-meter FM (146.94 
Mc.). The talk-in will continue from 0800- 
1200 EST on Saturday,October 31st, for those 
arriving on that day. Registration will be- 
gin Saturday morning at 8:30 a.m. 


Activities commencing at 1000 EST Saturday, 
October 31st, will include programs of in- 
terest - such as a DX forum (hosted by the 
North Carolina DX Association), MARS, RACES 
and CD, manufacturers! presentations, an- 
tenna forum, FM and repeater discussions, 
amateur space communications, QCWA meeting, 
and many many more. Of particular interest 
will be the ARRL forum attended by Vic Clark, 
W4KFC, our Roanoke Division Director, and 
tieague officials from headquarters, includ- 
ing John Huntoon and Lew McCoy. 


A flea market will be conducted all day Sat- 
urday,also a CW contest,a home brew contest 
and a QSL Card contest on Sunday morning. 


Highlight of the convention will be the ban- 


quet to be held Saturday evening, featuring 
a well-known guest speaker, and grand prize 
drawings. Climaxing Saturday's activities, 
ceremonies of the Royal Order of the Wouff 
Houng, the amateur radio secret’ society, 
will be held at midnight, performed by the 
Mighty Falzone Artplayers. 


Latest radio gear and related equipment from 
several manufacturers will be on display at 
convention headquarters during the day Sat- 
urday. 


Convention headquarters is the Hilton Inn, 
located at 1707 Hillsborough Street near N.

Due to the limited number of per- 
sons able toattend the banquet, tickets will 
be sold on a first come -first serve basis, 
so get your requests in early. Hotel reser- 
vations may be made by writing, or wiring 
direct, to the Hilton Inn.

All amateurs are invited to participate in 
the North Carolina QSO party, sponsored by 
the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society. All con- 
tacts will be made during the 32-hr. period 
from 1800 GMT Saturday-November 7 to 0200 
GMT Monday-November 9%, Each station may be 
worked once on each amateur band. The gen- 
eral call will be CQ NC. Phone and CW will 
be considered separate contests and will re- 
quire separate logs.North Carolina statione 
will send QSO number, RS/T & county. (To- 
tal 100). Out-of-state stations will send 
QSO number, RS/T and ARRL section or coun- 
try. North Carolina stations will score one 
point for each contact multiplied by the 
number of ARRL sections plus countries.Out- 
of-state stations‘ score one point for each 
contact multiplied by the number of coun- 
ties worked,

Suggested frequencies are 3565, 3865, 3925, 
7065, 7265, 14065, 14300, 21065,21365, 28065 
and 28565 kHz. A trophy will be awarded to 
the top scorer in North Carolina, and also 
to the top scorer outside North Carolina. 
High score in each ARRL section will receive 
a certificate. High novice scorer will re- 
ceive a certificate. Logs should show total 
score on last sheet and should be mailed no 


later than November 30, 1970.
